'I’he church, when completely fur-j 
nished. will represent a plant worth 
approximately 1.",0,000. Its exterior Is 
of stuciai and slate roof. The Interior 
Is heautifully desiKned, the main room 
heliiK a lartte auditorium, with a dome 
effect cellitiK. A spacious hulcony Is 
in the rear, formInK a circular appear¬ 
ance. KverythinK is in keeidnK with 
modern church architecture. (Mreu- 
lar seatliiK Is used in the auditorium 
and the flour Is heautifully carpeted. 

There are three entrances to the 
main huihlinK. An ImposliiK entrance 
is situated at the corner, while two 
others are located at the sides. Win¬ 
dows hurmonl/.e with the exterior and 
Interior of the church and are of lieau- 
tlfiil art tflass, portrayliiK sacred 
scenes.

Eighteen Years Added to the Average Duration 
of Life Since 1855 


By LOUIS A. HAN.SEN, in Life £ Health. 


In 1800 the average length of life in the United States was thirty- 
live years, in 1858 it was forty yeais, and in 1U20 it waa fifty-eight ycrars. 
Eighteen years have been adde<J to the average duration of life since 1855. 
Prom 1910 to 1920 the increase in the life span was four years. 

It is generally considered that the larger part of the world's burden 
is borne by men above forty years of age. Thus in 1800 the average man 
died seven years before ho reached the age of his greatest usefulness. In 
1980 the average man lived eighteen years beyond this age. 

In 1911 a death rate of 17 per 1,000 was generally accepted as nor¬ 
mal. Deaths above this rate were considered abnormal or unnatural. In 
1928 the rate was reduced to 12.3 per 1,000 for the registration area of 
the United States, and for 1924 the estimated rate is still lower, 11.6 per 
1,000. Thus in a decade have standards had to change, showing a por 
fibility in life-saving tliat is very remarkable.

of manufacturing gas from the low 
graile coal. Considerable quantities 
of the low grade product underlie the 
foothills about five inlles wei.t of 
Coalinga, and other deposits are lo¬ 
cated in the Minarets in .Madera 
county, according to geologlstH. A 
mine was opened near Coalinga about 
forty-five years ago, but was aban- 
don*^d when it was found that the 
operations did not pay. The city of 
('oalinga recidved its name from the 
coal deposits nearby.

Wins Achiement 
In Its Problems 


General approval is being accorded 
the plan for meeting the iieninsiila 
transportation problems, as jtresenled 
by Ihe transportation eoinmittee of 
Ihe South San Francisco Ghamher of 
Commerce on July 37 in the rejiort of 
I.oiiis C. .Mullgardt. details of which 
were published in The Enterprise is¬ 
sue of July 30.
